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Concerned Council Looks Ahead 
At Possible Budget Challenges 


The Greenbelt City Council 
held a worksession on Wednes- 
day, January 14 to receive a pre- 
liminary staff report on potential 
fiscal impacts on the upcoming 
Fiscal Year 2010 city budget and 
on the status of the city’s vision- 
ing process that was undertaken 
last year. 

The timing of this worksession 
provides council with some sense 
of what they might expect as 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin and department heads begin to 
put together the city’s proposed 
budget that 1s traditionally pre- 
sented to council at its last meet- 
ing in March. 

Recent councils have requested 
such a worksession to get a pre- 
view of the manager’s thinking 
prior to his getting too far along 
with the budget proposal and for 
council to provide their informal 
reactions to the budget process. 

Armed with tentative reve- 
nue and expenditure results for

the first six months of the cur- 
rent Fiscal Year 2009, council 
examined tentative analyses of 
the expected results for the rest 
of the fiscal year and unoffi- 
cial soundings from county and 
state officials on expectations for 
FY10. Although revenue esti- 
mates are tracking only slightly 
below projected budget estimates, 
McLaughlin reported that some 
weakness has appeared in the 
more recent returns due to lower 
receipts in income taxes and 
highway user revenues from the 
State. 

In his written report McLaugh- 
lin stressed that “the bottom line 
of the information is that the city 
continues to be on track with its 
revenues and expenditures com- 
pared to historic trends; however, 
there appears to be evidence of 
weakness in the revenues. There 
is a fair chance that this weak- 
ness can be offset by savings 
on the expenditure side [as he 


predicted in an earlier October 
16, 2008, memo] but there is also 
a chance that expenditures could 
end the [fiscal] year exceeding 
projected revenues.” 

The report also warns that any 
revenue weakness this fiscal year 
will certainly carry over through 
FY10. For those reasons the 
manager is providing a caution 
that the city’s FY10 budget could 
be flat, with little or no increase 
from FY09 estimated revenues. 

His report then outlined a pos- 
sible scenario with a potential 
drop in the value of commercial 
property in the city that would 
offset an expected increase in 
residential values for the last year 
of the city’s triennial assessment 
values. Such a drop, combined 
with a parallel drop in income 
taxes and highway revenues, 
would offset any increase from 
residential property tax revenues.

Greenbelt Police Dept. Mobilized 
To Help on Inauguration Day

Besides performing the nor- 
mal duties of protecting Green- 
belt citizens and deterring crime, 
the Greenbelt Police Department 
played a double role relating 
to the inauguration of Barack 
Obama as President on January 
20 requiring the mobilization of 
the entire department. 

Nine officers from the de- 
partment became a part of the 
thousands of police officers from 
throughout the country who as- 
sisted with the event that report- 
edly drew the largest crowd ever 





to the National Mall in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The Greenbelt officers were 
expected to provide crowd assis- 
tance along the parade route from 
the Capitol to the White House. 
In contrast to the military person- 
nel lining the parade route who 
faced toward the parade, police 
officers also lining the route were 
expected to keep their backs to 
the parade and look out for any 
person who might create a dis- 
turbance. 

The entire remainder of the 


Greenbelt Police force was mo- 
bilized to assist with the ex- 
traordinary demands of helping 
to manage the parade of people 
headed for the Presidential Inau- 
guration. The Greenbelt depart- 
ment had been coordinating with 
Metro, state and county depart- 
ments. They also worked with 
local property owners Sharon 
Tames of Empirian Village, Mark 
Kapistan of Beltway Plaza and

FONDCA, Greenbelt Farmers 
Market Receive Grants

At its first meeting of the New 
Year on January 13, the Advisory 
Board of the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Foundation awarded grant 
funding to the Greenbelt Farmers 
Market and to the Friends of the 
New Deal Café Arts (FONDCA). 
Board Chair Sylvia Lewis pre- 
sented checks to their representa- 
tives to fund the two new projects 
to be undertaken this year. 

FONDCA 

FONDCA was awarded $1,765 
to undertake a demonstration proj- 
ect to develop a community-wide 
program, Greenbelt Organization 
of Arts — Reporting, Tracking and 
Scheduling (GO-ARTS) that would 
design and create an interactive 
and accessible online planning 
calendar for the arts community 
in Greenbelt. The program cal- 
endar would be open for use by 
all Greenbelt groups that would 
benefit from coordinating their 
scheduled events with other or- 
ganizations. Among such groups 
might be the city, the Roosevelt 


Center Merchants and other busi- 
ness and civic organizations. 

Following the demonstration 
project, FONDCA plans to pro- 
vide its findings and results to the 
city, at which time the city could 
decide to host the calendar on the 
city website or to provide a link 
to the FONDCA site. The basis 
for the project is a growing need 
for improved coordination and 
collaboration among Greenbelt ar- 
tistic and cultural organizations to 
avoid conflicting and overlapping 
scheduling, in this way maximiz- 
ing participation and support. 

Farmers Market 

The Greenbelt Farmers Market 
(GFM) was awarded $2,500 to un- 
dertake focused educational activi- 
ties as part of the Market’s service 
to the Greenbelt community. The 
GFM this fall completed its first 
year of operation at Roosevelt 
Center, benefiting from an initial 
Community Foundation grant

REAC Renamed; Council 
Considers Tree Ordinance

Two of Greenbelt’s environ- 
mental advisory committees were 
agenda items for the Greenbelt 
City Council meeting on January 
12, 

REAC’s New Name 

Greenbelt’s Recycling and En- 
vironment Advisory Committee 
(REAC) has taken a new name in 
response to a request from the city 
council to find a name indicating 
the broader mission of the com- 
mittee. In recent years its scope 
has expanded to include environ- 
mental issues such as resource 
conservation and sustainability, 
pesticide use, energy efficiency 
and global warming projects such 
as the Cold Capital Challenge. Its 
new name, approved by council at 
the meeting, is GreenACES. 

Chair John Lippert told coun- 
cil the committee had considered 
about 20 choices and voted over- 
whelmingly for the new name 
to be the Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainability, 
or ACES. City staff, however, 
thought that acronym was too 


close to that of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education, or ACE. As 
it is Greenbelt’s committee, REAC 
members then came up with the 
name GreenACES as an alterna- 
tive to set them apart. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts wondered why REAC needed 
a new name, feeling that with 
“Environment” in its name, its 
wider mission was already includ- 
ed. Roberts said he was not as 
concerned with an entity’s name 
as he was with its productivity. 
At the vote, though, Roberts made 
the approval unanimous. 

Tree Policy 

Davis asked that the city’s 
Advisory Committee on Trees 
(ACT) assess the need for a city 
tree ordinance applying to trees on 
private property. When discussion 
brought up a number of questions 
regarding liability, Roberts said 
he did not want the city involved 
with deciding if a tree on private 
property was dangerous.

Keep POTS Phones 
In Working Order 


Incessant pieces of mail try 
to induce me to subscribe either 
to Comcast Cable for phone, 
internet and television service 
or to Verizon’s FIOS system for 
internet, television and phone. I 
have been resistant to all these 
“come on” gimmicks because 
I figured that within a year the 
costs for the services will dras- 
tically increase. I have been 
satisfied with limited service so 
why change? 

In order to stay up with tech- 
nology I started exploring the 
two systems and comparing them 
with existing older systems. The 
elimination of analog television 
next month pushed me into the 
search. At the same time my 
son in College Park began hav- 
ing trouble with his telephone 
service — the “POTS” Publicly 
Owned Telephone System (some- 
times called Plain Old Telephone 
Service). 

He began to hear static when 
using his phone. He called Ve- 
rizon and they took two days 
to come to his home. This is 
called “emergency service” today 
by Verizon. He was pressured 
to change to Verizon’s FIOS 
system and was informed that 
Verizon is no longer going to 
service and maintain the “POTS” 
system. My son did not jump 
into FIOS immediately because 
he has cable for other services. 
But in looking into the Comcast 
vs. FIOS competing systems, my 
son and I noticed one glaring 
drawback in both systems that 
has serious emergency conse- 
quences. 

Both Comcast and Verizon’s 
FIOS systems require a backup 
battery in the home. That bat- 
tery is said to last eight hours 
if power is lost to the main 
power system. A few years ago 
when the tail end of Hurricane 
Isabel came through our area, 
we in Greenbelt were without 
power for up to five and a half 
days. My cell phones did not 
work nor did my portable phones 
work. But my hard-wired Ve- 
rizon phone did work. For that 
reason I am not eager to let go 
of my “POTS” technology. 

If Verizon is going to force 
us to pick either Comcast Cable 
or FIOS by not maintaining the 
POTS as required by federal 
law, people will have only two 
options. This would result in a 
duopoly instead of a monopoly, 


OLD GREENBELT 
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but it is just as harmful to the 
public good. 

The only way I see that we 
can have the POTS system main- 
tained is by exposure of the 
threat, the ploy foisted on us to 
choose cable or FIOS. The old 
copper system is known to work 
in case of power failures. It also 
does not require the homeowner 
to maintain a backup battery. 
When emergencies occur, the 
old phone system is more likely 
to function because a short-lived 
backup battery is not required.

In Memoriam 


Donna Barber Mangum 


Donna Barber Mangum, a de- 
voted wife, mother, grandmother 
and hospital lab worker, died last 
week at the much-too-soon age 
of 57. Though I have known her 
husband, a Greenbelt boy Randy 
“Tick” Mangum, for a number 
of years, I did not know Donna 
well. I also did not attend her 
services as I was out of town vis- 
iting family. So I walked across 
the street on Tuesday to talk to 
Randy’s mother and his brother, 
Bruce, who came home from 
a State Department assignment 
in Israel to be with his family. 
Mostly they confirmed impres- 
sions I had formed from the few 
times I did have a chance to 
speak to Donna. 

Donna’s family moved to 
Greenbelt well before Donna 
started school. She and Randy 
started seeing each other in high 
school and were married for 34 
years. Donna worked as a lab 
technician at Washington Hospi- 
tal Center her entire career of 35 
years. Since his youth, Randy 
has invested much of himself into 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment. Donna gave that same 
energy to the Ladies Auxiliary 
and as her friend Kathy Reyn- 
olds noted in an email was the 
recording secretary at the time of 
her death. 

I had discerned Donna’s pa- 
tience and acceptance of everyone 
and her easy familiarity. Bruce 
said she was more like a sister 
than a sister-in-law and Mrs. 
Mangum said she was more like 
a daughter than a daughter-in-law. 
Bruce said he couldn’t remember 
a time when Donna had said she 
didn’t like someone she had re- 
cently met. I also correctly sur- 
mised she was full of concern for 
the well-being of others. Both 
Bruce and his Mom stated she 
looked out for Randy’s family as 
much as her own. Bruce said she 
liked to organize gifts and cards 
for everyone and tended to all 
the family’s celebrations (just like 
a hospital worker). Mrs. Man- 
gum said she had never heard 
her complain about any of the 
patients at the hospital. She felt 
that was notable because “they 
can be pretty cranky.” Both 
also were quick to highlight how 
much Donna loved to cook. Mrs. 
Mangum said she remembers 
when Donna announced to her, 
“Mom, I borrowed all of the 
family’s favorite recipes.” When 
Mrs. Mangum asked how she 
knew which were the favorites, 
she replied “I took the ones with 
grease on them because I knew 
they’d been used.” 

Bruce said that Donna liked 
to be involved in all the latest 
doings of friends and family. He 
said if you wanted to get the 
word out, you just told Donna. 
He also remarked that Randy 
never needed a cell phone or

Her 
grace and manner of making all 
feel comfortable will be missed, 
as will her ready smile and the 
love she gave to her family, her 
friends and to strangers others 
called “patients.”

to support its organization and 
opening. 

The new grant for education 
programming will support a va- 
riety of activities including farm 
visits, scavenger hunts, musical 
events and educational features 
on the Market’s website and in 
its newsletter. According to the 
GFM representatives, the projects 
are intended to fulfill the re- 
quirements of their not-for-profit 
501(c)3 status to provide educa- 
tional opportunities to the public. 

These two grants constituted 
the fourth cycle of awards to 
Greenbelt organizations by the 
Greenbelt Community Foundation 
during its two and a half years of 
existence. Total grants awarded 
to 13 organizations amount to 
$35,030 for projects directed to 
the arts, youth activities, cultural 
events, charitable organizations, 
the environment and community 
organizations.

Other questions dealt with how 
a city ordinance might coordinate 
with any county or homeowners’ 
association rules applying to trees 
on private property.

Compounding the difficulty 
in dealing with a “flat” budget 
for FY10 is the fact that Fiscal 
Year 2011 will be the first year 
of a new three-year assessment 
cycle and that, given current 
market conditions, residential 
property values are not likely 
to increase and could actu- 
ally drop, leading to a situa- 
tion similar to the mid to late 
1990s where there was little to 
no growth in the city’s budget, 
except for increases in the tax 
rate. 

Responding to the manager’s 
cautionary outlook, council 
supported a suggestion made by 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
that McLaughlin ask the depart- 
ment heads to evaluate their 
proposed budgets for providing 
existing services versus making 
proposed reductions at the 1, 3 
and 5 percent levels. 

Visioning Update 

Also provided for council’s 
consideration was an update to 
a Staff-prepared outline of the 
city council’s proposed Vision- 
ing Goals for 2009 through 


2012. The outline was found 
acceptable by council. Staff 
will polish the outline. The 


visioning topic itself will be 
placed for consideration on a 
future council agenda. 

The visioning process, as 
described in the city manager’s 
memorandum, consists of eight 
major categories or themes: to 
enhance the sense of commu- 
nity; to improve transportation; 
to make the city environmen- 
tally aware; to enhance public 
safety; to preserve the city’s 
legacy as a planned community; 
to enhance quality of life pro- 
grams for all; to facilitate cul- 
tural, artistic and recreational 
programs and to preserve fiscal 
sustainability. 

Among these concerns, the 
first — building a sense of com- 
munity — had the greatest num- 
ber of components, all dealing 
with improving communication, 
such as upgrading signage, 
developing a welcome wagon 
program and providing a city- 
wide WiFi network. 

On the environmental issue, 
the report emphasized sev- 
eral important areas includ- 
ing increasing the recycling 
rate, meeting the state’s climate 
change goals and expanding the 
city’s fleet of alternative fuel 
vehicles.

Cali property manager for Capi- 
tal Office Park. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin was in com- 
munication with COG (Council of 
Governments). 

The big challenges for the de- 
partment were traffic control and 
parking at or near the Greenbelt 
Metro Station, according to Capt. 
Thomas Kemp of the Greenbelt 
police. 

A special command post was 
set up at the station, 555 Ridge 
Road, with a forward post at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Center 
where officers on duty Inaugura- 
tion Day could come inside to 
warm up and get hot coffee 

The Metro police advised 
they would be particularly short- 
handed and needed help at the 
Greenbelt Station. As a result 
Greenbelt police ordered portable 
traffic control devices for pedes- 
trian crosswalks, light towers and 
message signs. Message boards 
were set up on Monday afternoon 
to warn local drivers of traffic 
pattern changes on Inaugura- 
tion Day. All traffic leaving the 
Metro Station on Metro Drive 
was turned right at Cherrywood 
Lane. 

On Tuesday Code enforcement 
officers directed traffic at that 
intersection. The left turn lane 
for vehicles turning from Cher- 
rywood Lane to Metro Drive was 
temporarily extended in order to 
not block through traffic. Traffic 
patterns were to return to normal 
sometime Wednesday morning. 

Greenbelt, Kemp said, provid- 
ed officers at the Kiss and Ride 
area, the station platform and the 
parking lot. 

Crowd 

Police arrived around 2:30 
a.m. Inauguration Day morning 
to install added flood lighting for 
better visibility. The Inaugura- 
tion Day crowd began to arrive 
in force by 3 a.m., well before 
the station’s four o’clock open- 
ing. While the station’s parking 
lot, devoid of most of its usual 
commuters, was never completely 
filled according to Craze, the 
station’s usage was greater than 
ever due to the many buses that 
stopped to drop off passengers 
headed to the mall. 

Traffic to the station backed up 
not only onto the entrance road 
and Cherrywood Lane in Green- 
belt but even onto Edmonston 
Road north of the city. Craze 
estimated that at times, more than 
a thousand people were lined up 
to board the Metro trains. By 
seven the station had been closed 
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to additional users. 

Discouraged by the crowds 
lining up at the entrance gates, 
others gave up the adventure and 
turned back toward home, Craze. 
said. 

However, no serious incidents 
were reported. “People were in a 
wonderful mood,” Craze said. “It 
was like one big party.”

Construction/sediment and ero- 
sion control inspections were 
conducted at the Greenbelt Metro 
Station. 

Code Enforcement staff is- 
sued two warning notices and 
two municipal infractions to a 
resident regarding excessively 
loud music.

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The Greenbelt branch of the 
Prince George’s County Library 
System has formally opened 
an exhibit to commemorate the 
historic inauguration of Barack 
Obama as the 44th President of 
the United States. In the only 
exhibit of its kind in the metro- 
politan Washington, D.C., area, 
the display, titled “Solemn Oath: 
220 Years of the Presidency” cel- 
ebrates the 220th anniversary of 
presidential inaugurations. 

Beginning with George Wash- 
ington in 1789 and continuing 
with the watershed inauguration 
of Barack Obama in 2009, it 
presents a comprehensive history 
of the oath, those who have taken 
it and the U.S. Capitol, which has 
hosted the swearing-in ceremony 
(with a few extraordinary excep- 
tions) since the time of President 
Thomas Jefferson. 

More than 40 color photo- 
graphs, parchments containing 
handwritten drafts of Presidential 
inaugural addresses and artifacts 
from various presidents form the 
core of the exhibit. The official 
flag of the 97th United States 
Senate hangs as a backdrop and 
an assortment of White House 
gifts (including a presidential ci-

gar from the Clinton administra- 
tion) also are highlighted. 

The display features artifacts 
from the collections of area his- 
torian David V. Wendell. He 
is a living-history re-enactor, 
lecturer and special event coor- 
dinator who has been collecting 
political memorabilia for more 
than 20 years. “When I saw 
that no one else seemed to be 
doing an exhibit for this historic 
inauguration, I decided to do one 
myself,” Wendell explains, “and 
the Greenbelt library was kind 
enough to provide the space.” 

He says that his favorite piece 
in the ensemble is the detailed 
scale model of an historic presi- 
dential plane. “This is the mili- 
tary 707 that carried every U.S. 
president from the 1960s to the 
1990s,” he says. A larger 747 
aircraft now carries the President 
and his entourage but Wendell is 
satisfied with the older model. 
“It’s signed by Colonel Ralph 
Albertazzie from West Virginia 
who piloted the plane in the late 
1960s and early 1970s. He was 
very polite and happy to auto- 
graph it for me.” 

Another artifact caught the 
eye of Ellen Utley, library branch

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manager — the presidential seal 
which is mounted on lecterns 
and podiums when the President 
is speaking. “It’s beautiful,” she 
said. 

Presidential symbolism is re- 
peated throughout the exhibit. 
Key chains, watches and even a 
deck of playing cards, all bear the 
image of an eagle surrounded by 
50 stars. The playing cards came 
from Air Force One. All the 
artifacts surround the centerpiece 
of the exhibit, a poster-sized pho- 
tograph of Barack Obama. “He 
has been the center of attention 
for a year and a half, and now 
he’s the center of my exhibit,” 
laughs Wendell. 

His next role will be as Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies for the library’s 
200th Birthday Celebration honor- 
ing the bicentennial of the birth 
of President Abraham Lincoln. 
Authors, historians and Civil 
War re-enactors will sing “Happy 
Birthday,” cut a top-hat-shaped 
cake and conduct a Lincoln look- 
alike contest (fake beards pro- 
vided). The event concludes 
with the unveiling of a permanent 
Lincoln 200th Anniversary Me- 
morial. 

The Lincoln 200 Birthday Cel- 
ebration begins at 1 p.m. on 
Saturday, February 14. “Solemn 
Oath: 200 Years of the Presi- 
dency” is open to the public dur- 
ing regular library business hours 
Monday through Wednesday from 
10 a.m. to 9 p.m., Thursday and 
Friday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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Public Works Goes Green; New Building to Save Energy

The Greenbelt Public Works De- 
partment has a new facility to call 
home in Buddy Attick Park after a 
$4.2 million addition to its former 
building, constructed in 1969. 

The 51-member department out- 
grew its old building and needed 
more space, Assistant Director of 
Public Works Carolyn Clemens said. 
“Here we are, 40 years later, getting 
a new Office,” she added. 

The renovation by Gardiner and 
Gardiner contractors included offices 
for crew supervisors, a new garage 
and several “green” elements to save 
energy and lessen the department’s 
environmental impact. 

‘A lot of the green initiatives are 
really starting on the local level,” 
said Mayor Judith Davis, who has 
worked with the Energy, Environ- 
ment and Natural Resources Steer- 
ing Committee for the National 
League of Cities. 

Part of the green design was an 
$85,000 geothermal heating and air 
conditioning system, which uses 20 
underground wells, each 200 feet 
deep, to pump the earth’s natural 
heat into office and garage areas. 

The city did not seek Leadership 
in Energy and Environmental De- 
sign (LEED) certification for the ad- 
dition because it was too expensive 
but Clemens said the construction 
“followed the spirit and intent” of a 
LEED-certified building. 

Construction manager Micky 
Pirrone, of Centerville, said this 
was his first time working with 
geothermal units during his 42 years 
in the trade. 

“You never stop learning,” Pir- 
rone said. “It’s nice to be part of 
new systems like these.” 

Pirrone said installation of the 
geothermal units went smoothly and 
that the most difficult task was “‘try- 
ing to coordinate [the new building] 
with the existing structure.” 

The new garage, which fits snow 
plows and salt-spreading trucks, fea- 
tures translucent panels to naturally 
light the large indoor space during 
the day. 

Other green aspects include sen- 
sors that shut off unused lights, 
automatic faucets, low-flow toilets, 
recycled carpet and awnings that 
shield the building from direct sun- 
light, lowering cooling costs in the 
summer. 

Outside the building, four areas 
with mulch, trees and plants known 
as “bioretention ponds” will filter 
water runoff from storms, Clemens 
said. 

The city drew funds for the con- 
struction from a bond referendum 
and from other projects, Clemens 
said. 

Due to limited funds, the city 
had to eliminate a recycled water 
vehicle wash system and a $300,000 
carpentry building from the plans. 

“Instead, we’re going to have a 
woodworking bench,” Clemens said. 
“We'll make it work.” 

In case of emergency, a diesel 
generator behind the building is 
large enough to power the entire 
public works yard, Clemens said. 

“T have a feeling that Public 
Works is going to become an im- 
portant location in the event of a 
disaster,’ Clemens added. 

A grand opening ceremony for 
the building will occur in April dur- 
ing the department’s open house, at 
which visitors can tour the facility 
and learn about its green elements. 

During the construction, Pub- 
lic Works staff worked out of a 
trailer that was bigger than their 
original building. “It’s been a nice 
temporary office for the last year,” 
Clemens said.
